Judge  J.  Robert  Bullock  closed  the 
hearing  because  of  possible  evidence 
that  would  need  to  be  excluded,  said 
Patrick  Shea,  attorney  for  the  Society 
of  Professions!  Journalists.  However. 
“There  were  no  such  exclusions," 
Shea  said. 

The  three-hour  hearing  was  con¬ 
tinued  until  today  at  3  p.m.  Bullock  is 
expected  to  make  the  decision  as  to 
the  Laffertys’  competency  today  or 
Thursday  morning.  If  the  Laffertys 
are  found  competent,  trial  proceed¬ 
ings  should  begin  Monday,  said  Shea. 

Noall  T.  Wootton,  Utah  County 
attorney,  told  reporters  the  judge's 
decision  will  be  baaed  on  the  Laffer- 
tys'  competency  to  stand  trial,  to  aid 
in  their  own  defense  and  to  defend 
themselves. 

The  Laffertys  have  been  under 
psychiatric  observation  since  a  Sept. 
28  motion  by  Wootton.  Wootton  re¬ 
quested  their  competency  be  deter¬ 
mined  since  the  brothers  have  re¬ 
fused  legal  counsel.  The  Laffertys  are 
charged  with  the  July  24  killings  of 
Brenda  and  Erica  Lafferty.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP) — A  New  Jersey  police 
captain  who  organized  a  nationwide  network  for 
returning  runaway  juveniles  to  their  homes  was 
named  Officer  of  the  Y ear  Tuesday  by  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Asaociation  of  Chiefs  of  Police.

“No  questions  asked.  All  they  (the  police)  will  do 
is  verify  with  his  hometown  his  status  as  a  reported 
missing  or  runaway  person,"  Angrisani  said. 

Voorhees  conceived  of  the  idea  out  of  frustration 
with  a  1974  law  passed  by  Congress  that  decrimi¬ 
nalized  “status  offenses,''  or  actions  by  juveniles 
like  running  away  from  home  which  are  not  illegal 
for  adults. 

Angrisani  said  “it’s  no  coincidence  that  runaway 
figures  skyrocketed”  when  police  agencies  no  lon¬ 
ger  could  detain  runaway  juveniles.  He  said  1.8 


million  young  people  run  away  from  home  each 
year. 

“Very,  very  tjuickly,  these  kids  run  out  of  funds. 
They  have  no  job  skills,"  Angrisani  said,  adding 
they  often  turn  to  drug  peddling,  pornography  or 
prostitution.  ~  .

In  1978,  the  Western  Athletic  Conference  signed 
a  five-year  contract  with  the  Holiday  Bowl.  The 
contract  states  that  the  conference  champion  goes 
to  that  bowl. 

If.BYU  keeps  winning,  it  is  likely  it  could  finish 

the  season  undefeated  and  ranked  within  the  top 

three.  If  this  happens  BYU  will  definitely  win  the 
WAC,  considering  the  nearest  competitor  to  the 
Cougars  is  San  Diego  State  with  a  3-1-1  record. 

If  ail  this  comes  to  pass  the  Cougars  will  be  WAC  • 
champs  for  the  ninth  consecutive  time  and  have  the 
opportunity  to  play  in  their  seventh  straight  Holi¬ 
day  Bowl.  The  WAC,  the  Cougars  and  the  Holiday 
Bowl  are  obligated.  There  is  nothing  that  can  be 
done. 

John  Reid,  executive  director  of  the  Holiday 
Bowl,  said  in  an  interview  with  the  San  Diego  Un¬ 
ion,  “Our  original  contract  with  the  WAC  was  for 
five  years,  but  with  a  scries  of  two-year  options 
tacked  on.  The  contract  calls  for  us  to  sit  down  and 
see  if  we  are  mutually  agreeable  to  change.  So  far, 
there  hasn’t  been  any  change.” 

The  football  team  and  coaches  have  the  right 
attitude.  According  to  running  back  Kelly  Smith, 
the  coaches  tell  the  players  the  ranking  is  great  but 
it  shouldn't  dominate  their  thoughts. 

Many  of  the  players  like  the  attention  the  rank¬ 
ings  bring  but  feel  they  need  to  play  one  game  at  a 
time.  Winning  the  WAC  and  going  to  the  Holiday 
Bowl  are  more  important. 

“The  rankings  don't  mean  that  much  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  season ...  but  at  the  end,"  Smith  said. 

For  the  remaining  six  games  of  the  season,  let's 
not  worry  too  much  about  blowouts,  but  whether 
the  Cougars  win  their  WAC  panics.  The  Holiday 
Bowl  is  Die  ultimate  goal,  and  if  the  national  cham¬ 
pionship  comes,  so  much  the  Wetter.

U.S.  News'  staff  enjoys  new  wealth 


WASHINGTON  (API  —  For  decades,  among 
the  biggest  bogeymen  facing  employees  at  U.S. 
Newsfi  World  Report  were  a  misspelled  word  ora 
misplaced  comma,  but  now  there's  a  new  one  —  the 
Internal  Revenue  Service. 

With  the  sale  of  the  staff-owned  weekly  maga¬ 
zine  to  Boston  real  estate  developer  Mortimer  B. 
Zuckerman  made  final  for  about  $168  million,  at 
least  20  employees  of  the  Washington-based  pub¬ 
lication  will  become  millionaires. 

Dozens  of  their  colleagues  will  be  able  to  fatten 
their  bank  accounts  with  tens  of  thousands  of  dol¬ 
lars.  For  some,  15  years  of  work  could  translate 
into  a  cool  half  a  million  dollars. 

“Nah,  it  won’t  change  nie,"  senior  editor  William 
Chaze  said  with  a  laugh.  “I’m  just  richer." 

Distribution  of  the  sale  proceeds  among  the 
magazine's  500  shareholders,  with  staff  employees 
owning  about  70  percent  of  the  stock,  depends  on 
length  of  time  worked  and  level  of  salary.

The  remainder  is  expected  to  be  doled  out  at 
the  beginning  of  1985,  pending  a  decision  from  the 
IRS  about  "rolling  over"  money  from  a  profit- 
sharing  fund  into  Individual  Retirement  Accounts 
to  lessen  the  tax  bite. 

This  arrangement  would  permit  employees  to 
opt  for  a  rosier  retirement  rather  than  indulge  in  an 
immediate  splurge  shared  by  government  tax  col¬ 
lectors. 

"It's  a  happy  problem  to  have,  let's  face  it."  said 


Manuel  Schiffres,  an  associate  editor  who  has  been 
with  the  magazine  five  years. 

The  employees'  credit  union  recently  sponsored 
an  “investment  fair"  at  a  downtown  hotel  where 
representatives  of  10  major  investment  firms  met

Mack  Chrysler,  the  magazine's  chief  West  Coast 
correspondent,  said  that  even  though  the  sale  has 
brought  bothersome  calls  from  tax  advisers  and 
investment  counselors,  it  has  not  distracted  em¬ 
ployees  from  doing  a  hard  day's  work. 

“No,  it  hasn't  affected  us  one  bit,"  said  Chrysler, 
who  has  worked  for  the  magazine  29  years,  also 
overseas  and  at  the  Washington  headquarters.  “It 
appears  that  the  new  owner  wants  to  make  the 
magazine  even  better,  and  that's  encouraging; 
that’s  what  most  people  want  to  hear." 

Chaze  said  the  sale  gave  rise  to  concern  about 
long-term  job  security  because  employees  had 
given  up  the  option  of  owning  the  magazine  when  it 
was  sold  to  Zuckerman.

The  Democratic  candidate  for  four-year  Utah 
County  Commissioner  said  he  wants  to  encourage 
economic  development,  keep  an  open-door  policy 
and  help  re-open  Hobble  Creek  road.

Gary  Anderson  said  the  state  tax  commission 
forced  the  county  to  raise  taxes  3  percent  to  40 
percent  in  1983.  "We  will  not  allow  the  state  tax 
commission  to  factor  our  property  taxes  up  again 
without  a  lawsuit.  Weil  do  whatever  possible  to 
stop  them." 

Anderson  said  he  does  not  agree  with  the  way 
senior  citizens  were  treated  when  they  were  asked 
to  stop  making  meals-on-wheels  in  the  county  pris¬ 
on  kitchen,  which  they  had  invested  in. 

As  chairman  of  the  Aging  Council.  Anderson  said 
he  wants  to  put  the  mobile  meals  program  in  the 
liands  of  the  senior  citizens  to  ensure  the  meals  are 
being  prepared  to  their  standards. 

Tve  instructed  my  staff  to  find  them  a  tempor¬ 
ary  kitchen  until  we  can  help  get  them  on  their  own 
feet,”  he  said.

By  backing  up  the  water  in  the  basin  for  a  few 
days,  the  amount  of  water  going  through  the  rivers 
can  be  lessened  to  prevent  the  washing  away  of 
flood  control  debris  placed  in  the  rivers. 

Anderson  said  the  project  will  cost  $4  million  but 
will  sav  $2  million  to  $3  million  a  year.

Accident  victim  who  need  help  can  also  use  the 
emergency  phones. 

“We  feel  that  if  someone  needs  our  help,  no  mat¬ 
ter  what  the  situation,  we  want  to  give  them  what¬ 
ever  help  we  possibly  can,"  he  said. 

The  phones  are  a  direct  line  to  the  police  depart¬ 
ment  on  campus,  Kelshaw  said.  “The  second  the 
phone  is  picked  up,  a  light  goes  on  in  the  Btationand 
the  dispatcher  can  talk  directly  to  the  person  in 

need.” 

As  soon  as  the  dispatcher  gets  the  details  of  the 
situation,  an  officer  is  sent  to  the  scene.  The  officer 
usually  gets  there  in  one  to  two  minutes. 

Often,  many  people  who  have  been  attacked  or  in 
need  help  do  not  think  to  use  the  emergency 
phones,  Kelshaw  said  “They  (the  victims)  want  to 
get  to  their  homes  as  soon  as  possible  and  so  they 
run  right  past  the  phones,  when  we  could  have 
helneo  them  a  lot  faster." 

The  phones  are  sometimes  misused,  however, 
Kelshaw  said.  “We  get  our  share  of  prank  calls  on 
thd  phones." 

More  phones  were  installed  during  the  summer 
months  in  strategic  places  on  campus.  “The  phones 

were  needed  to  help  us  cut  down  on  the  amount  of 
crime  and  to  offer  our  help  to  more  people.  They  are 
serving  their  purpose  very  well,"  Kelshaw  added. 

Most  of  the  new  phones  were  installed  near  the 
physical  education  facilities.  "We  installed  them 
near  those  buildings  and  fields  so  people  that  get 
injured  or  have  a  physical  problem  can  call,  and  we

Conflicts 
over  water 
resolvable, 
expert  says 

Interstate  water  con¬ 
flict*  can  be  resolved 
through  use  of  five 
mechanisms,  said  a  for¬ 
mer  special  assistant  of 
the  Office  of  Water 
Policy. 

The  five  methods  con¬ 
sist  of  litigation,  legisla¬ 
tion.  interstate  stream 
compacts,  mediations 
and  the  practice  of  free 
market,  said  George 
Sherk,  who  is  now  a  trial 
attorney  with  the  Land 
and  Natural  Resources 

Division  of  the  U.S.  De¬ 
partment  of  Justice, 

While  addressing  a 
group  of  BYU  law  stu¬ 
dents  Monday,  Sherk 

said  historically  the 
federal  government  has 
left  water  law  mainly  to 
the  states.  However, 
because  most  rivers  in 
the  West  cross  state 
boundaries,  nearly  all 
the  water  has  been  com¬ 
pletely  allocated  or  is 

overallocated.  Indi¬ 
vidual  state  laws  have 
become  inadequate  for 
handling  the  resulting 
clashes  over  water 
allocation. 

“There  are  conflicts 
between  state  and  state, 
between  the  individual 
and  the  state,  between 
the  individual  and  the 
individual,  and  between 
the  individuals,  states 
and  everyone  else  in  the 
world  versus  the  United 
States,"  he  said.  "It's 


Ferraro  denies 
Zaccaro  ties 
to  criminals 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Geraldine  Ferraro’s 
campaign  said  that  reports  associating  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  tnce  presidential  candidate's  husband,  John 
Zaccaro,  with  organized  crime  figures  “leave  an 
impression  that  is  wrong,  altogether  inaccurate 
and  offensive." 

The  Ferraro  campaign  was  reacting  Monday  to  a 
story  in  The  Philadelphia  Inquirer  that  said  a  real 
estate  investor,  Chinese  doctor  Yat  Tung  Tse,  had 
sold  two  buildings  in  New  York  City  to  a  major 
organized  crime  figure  at  Zaccaro's  urging. 

The  newspaper  said  Sunday  that  the  buyer  was  . 
Joseph  “Joe  the  Cat"  La  Forte,  identified  by  au-  1 
thonties  as  one  of  20  “capos,"  or  division  heads,  in 
the  Gambino  crime  family. 

The  Ferraro  campaign  said  in  a  statement  that 
“we  categorically  reject"  reports  attempting  to  link 
Ferraro  and  her  husband  to  organized  crime  fi¬ 
gures.  "They  leave  an  impression  that  is  wrong, 
altogether  inaccurate  and  offensive." 

The  Inquirer  article  said  Tse  agreed  to  sell  the 
two  buildings  in  1979  for  $60,000  at  Zaccaro's 
urging.  But  Tse,  who  said  appraisers  then  told  him 
the  buildings  were  worth  at  least  $100,000,  bulked. 
The  buyer  filed  suit,  and  Tse  later  settled  and 
closed  the  deal  18  months  later  for  $60,500,  the 
Inquirer  said. 

LaForte,  who  had  pleaded  guilty  to  a  federal  tax 
evasion  charge  one  month  before  Zacanro  urged 
Tse  to  sell,  sold  the  buildings  19  months  later  for 
$200,000,  according  to  the  report. 

Tse's  attorney,  Thomas  C.C.  Sargent,  said  re¬ 
cords  on  the  matter  were  subpoenaed  several 
weeks  ago  by  the  U.S.  attorney. 

The  Ferraro  campaign  statement  said  the  In¬ 
quirer  article  “infers  that  Mr.  Zaccaro  may  have 
acted  improperly  with  respect  to  the  transaction. 
Again  the  implication  is  wrong  and  unfair.” 

The  statement  noted  that  the  U.S.  attorney's 
office  had  said  Zaccaro  is  not  under  investigation 
and  “is  not  involved  in  any  sense  except  as  a  wit¬ 
ness," 

Sentence  given 
for  dental  deaths 

SANTA  ANA,  Calif.  (AP)  —  A  former  Utah 
dentist  given  15  years  to  life  in  prison  for  the 
second-degree  murders  of  three  women  said  the 
sentence  “isn't  what  I  hoped  for  but  it’s  not  totally 
unexpected." 

Orange  County  Superior  Court  Judge  Luis  Car¬ 
denas  on  Monday  pronounced  the  sentence  on  Dr. 
Tony  Protopappas,  39,  who  was  accused  of  giving 
overdoses  of  anesthetics  to  three  patients  under¬ 
going  dental  surgery  in  his  Costa  Mesa  clinic. 

Protopappas,  who  will  be  eligible  for  parole  mWi 
years,  did  not  visibly  react  to  the  sentence. 

Protopappas,  a  native  of  Price,  Utah,  was  con¬ 
victed  in  July  in  the  deaths  of  Kim  Andreasson,  23, 
of  Huntington  Beach,,  on  Sept.  30,  1982;  Cathryn 
Jones,  31,  of  Costa  Mesa,  on  Feb.  13,  1983,  and 
Patricia  Craven,  13,  of  Sacramento  on  Feb.  19, 
1983. 

Protopappas  and  his  attorneys  argued  that  ex¬ 
isting  medical  conditions  caused  the  deaths  of 
Andreassen  and  Jones,  and  that  Craven  was  re¬ 
leased  against  Protopappas'  orders  while  underthe 
Influence  pf  anesthetics.  _ "

A  satellite  that  measures  the  heat 
reflected  from  the  earth's  surface  is 
being  used  to  determine  the  type  and 
quantity  of  crops  being  grown  in 
Utah. 

Dr.  Richard  H.  Jackson,  a  profes¬ 
sor  of  geography  at  BYU,  and  Dr. 
Woodruff  A.  Miller,  an  associate  pro¬ 
fessor  of  civil  engineering,  are  work- 
ing  under  contracts  for  the  Utah  De- 
partment  of  Agriculture  and  the 
Bureau  of  Reclamation  to  understand 
the  numerical  data  the  satellite  sys¬ 
tem  gives. 

The  satellite,  known  ns  I.andsat. 
measures  th»  heat  reflected  from  the 


The  problem  Jackson  and  others  face 
is  to  determine  what  numbers  repre¬ 
sent  what  type  of  crop. 

"What  we're  trying  to  do  is  come  up 
with  a  system  that  would  allow  us  not 
to  have  to  go  out  and  look  at  the  land 
to  determine  what  is  being  grown." 
Jackson  said. 

Each  year  the  state  takes  an  inven¬ 
tory  of  the  amount  and  types  of  crops 


how  much  of  each  type  of  crop  is  avail¬ 
able.  you  get  some  idea  how  much 
water  is  going  to  be  required  during 
the  irrigation  year." 

The  information  received  from 
Landsat  is  up-to-date  compared  with 
traditional  methods  of  mapping, 
which  would  be  a  couple  of  years  out- 
of-date,  Jackson  said. 

Along  with  learning  about  the 
crops  in  Utah,  other  aspects  of  land 
use  can  also  be  detected. 

“We  picked  up  a  reservoir  that  no 
one  had  been  aware  of,”  Jackson  said. 
He  said  a  natural  reservoir  had  been 
formed  because  of  a  landslide. 

Landsat  is  also  effective  in  showing 
the  changing  shorelines  of  the  lakes  in 


Not  only  will  the  information 
gained  from  Landsat  benefit  farmers 
and  government  agencies,  it  will  in¬ 
directly  benefit  individuals,  Jackson 
said.  .

Cwn,  it  wiU  allow  better  planning 
use  of  water  resources  and  availa¬ 
bility  to  people  if  Utah  were  to  have 
another  drought,  Jackson  said.
